La premiere edition de VAnnua^re Statistique International a ete publiee comme 
I’un des documents de la Conference economiqueintemationale, au cours du printemps 
de 1927. EUecontenaitdesrenseignements jusqu’a la fin de I’annee 1925 on de Tannee 
1926. Dans la presente edition, les cMffres ont ete mis h jour jusqu’^ la fin de 1927 
ou de 1928. 

Les principales sources aux(juelles on a puise sont indiquees dans Ics notes annexees 
aux tableaux. Ces sources, dans la majorite des cas, ont un caractdre officiol. Lorsquon 
a eu reoours a des renseignements de source non officielle, ou lorsqu’il y avait lieu de 
douter de I’exactitude des cMffres, les diverses administrations nationales ont, en r^gle 
gen^rale, et6 priees de verifier les cMffres en question. II n’a toutefois pas ete possible 
de faire verifier de cette maniere tons les cMffres les plus r6cents ou tons ceux qui se 
rapportent a des pays tres eloignes du sidge de la Societe des Nations. Le fait que des 
cMffres obtenus a une source non officielle ont re 9 u I’approbation d’un gouvernement 
ne leur conf^re, toutefois, aucun caract^re officiel, Les gouvernements eux-mdmes 
n’ont pu, depar la nature des cboses, que confirmer que les sources non officielles les 
plus s9res avaient ete employees et que les cMffres 6taient conformes aux indications 
provenant des dites sources Les lecteurs de cet Annuaire ne devront done pas attribuor 
aux renseignements non officiels qui y sont reproduits une autorite plus grande que 
celle de la source dont ils sont tires. 

La plupart des renseignements group6s ci-apres ont deja ete publics ailleurs. 
Nous sommes redevables de toutes les statistiques agncoles a I’lnstitut international 
d’agrieulture de Rome. Les tableaux publics dans le present Annuaire au sujet de 
I’agriculture presentent un caractere sommaire et les lecteurs qui s’interessent a cet 
aspect de la documentation economique doivent se reporter a V Annuaire international 
de Statistique agricole, que public cet Institut et qm est beaucoup plus complet et plus 
d^taille De m5me, tons ceux qui desirent etudier les diverses questions vis4es par les 
tableaux doivent se referer aux divers memoranda elabor4s par la Socidte des Nations 
sur les finances publiques, les monnaies, les banques, le commerce international, la 
production, les prix, etc On trouvera, h la tin du volume, une Hste de ces memoranda.

PREFACE 


The first edition of the International StaUstical Year-Book was published as one 
of the documents of the World Economic Conference in the spring of 1 927 and contained 
data up to the end of the year 1925 or 1926. In this present edition, the figures have 
been brought up to the end of 1927 or 1928. 

The main sources which have been employed are indicated in the notes to the 
tables. The majority of these sources are official. When unofficial sources have 
been employed or there have been any reasons for doubting the accuracy of the 
figures, the various national administrations have as a rule been asked to control 
the figures. It has, however, not proved possible to have all the most recent figures 
counter-checked in this manner or all of those relating to countries far distant from 
the seat of the League of Nations. The fact that figures obtained from an unofficial 
source have received the visum of a Government, however, does not render those 
figures in any way official. The Governments themselves have, from the nature of 
the case, not been able to do more than agree that the best unofficial sources have 
been employed and that the figures are in agreement with those sources. Users of 
the Year-Book, therefore, should not attribute to any unofficial compilations now 
reproduced any authority greater than that of the source from which they are obtained. 

The greater part of the data now collected together has already been published 
elsewhere For all the agricultural statistics, we are indebted to the International 
Institute of Agriculture at Rome. The agricultural tables here given are of a summary 
character, and those interested in this branch of economic knowledge should refer 
to the much fuller and more detailed Annuaire international de Statistique agricole 
published by the Institute Similarly, reference should be made to the various 
memoranda prepared by the League of Nations on public finance, currency, banking, 
international trade, production, prices, etc., by those who desire to study the various 
subjects covered by the tables. A list of these memoranda will be found at the end 
of the volume. 

The statistics on migration movements, imemployment and retail prices have been 
supplied in whole or in part by the International Labour Office. 

In the Monthly Bulletin of Statistics compiled by the League of Nations {for 
contents, see page VIII at the end of the volume), and the International Crop Reports of 
the Agricultural Institute, are published monthly data for a number of the categories 
of statistics included in this volume. 

In the Memorandum on Production and Trade (1928) the statistics of the output 
of raw materials and foodstuffs and of world commerce are summarised in such a 
manner as to portray the general movements in economic activity in different parts of 
the world. In the Memorandum on Intematiortal Trade and Balances of Payments, 1913 
to 1927, will be found figures much more detailed than those given here concerning

The coefficients given for conversion of currencies are not, and are not intended 
to be, absolutely accurate in all cases ; but they are sufficiently accurate for use 
when making rough comparisons between the figures relating to one country and those 
relating to another. When complete accuracy and not facility of calculation is the 
first consideration, reference should be made for the conversion of currencies to the 
table showing the New York rates of exchanges (No. 101)

" ... ” that the figures are not yet published, and “ . ” that information is not 
available. Decimal figures are throughout preceded by a full-stop and not a 
comma

Notes* — As the classifications employed fiequently vary from country to country, and even from census to census m the 
ease of one and the same country, the figures shown m the table are not strictly comparable The original data have, as far as 
possible, been reclassified to allow of comparison at least on broad lines 

The basis taken m most censuses is classification by occupation and not by industrial groups, i e , all similai trades and pro- 
fessions aie grouped together irrespective of the industrial group in which persons following these trades or professions are actusdly 
employed. A number of countries, including the United States of America, the Union of South Africa, the United Kingdom 
and Canada, now publish results based on the two forms of classification. The classification adopted in certain countries, 
particularly for pre-war censuses, while m principle by occupation, is in point of fact frequently of a mixed type. The figures 
given in the table, except those for Chile, are in principle based on classification by occupation. In seveial cases, figures 
established according to two classifications have been inserted 

The censuses sometimes relate to the entire population over a certain age, and sometimes only to persons gainfully occupied. 
Occasionally only the “ breadwinners are considered, while m other cases the dependants, family or other, are included. In order 
to render the figures, as far as possible, comparable, (1) dependants and (2) persons not gainfully occupied, e.g., rentiers, students, 
inmates of prisons, etc , have been omitted m most cases- The figures are thus confined, as far as possible, to the gainfully 
employed, but are not absolutely comparable 

The original composition of the oeciipational groups varies from country to country, and often depends, not only on 
the degree of economic development, but also on the adnumstrative organisation. Countries with a centralised administration 
and those in which the Government exercises functions left elsewhere to piivate enterprise will group occupations differently 
from the other countries Again, in order to render the data more comparable, the figures have been regrouped 

The group Other transport and commnmcations ” in the table covers the telegraph, telephone and postal services, even 
in the case of countries where these services are shown m the returns under ** Public administration For these reasons the figures 
relating to the public administration give no information as to the number of persons employed by the State. 

The meaning given to the expression “ liberal professions ” (or professional service) varies greatly from country to country. 
The “ domestic service group generally mcludes servants strictly so called and also mdividuals performing personal service (e.g., 
hairdressers, nurses, etc ) §

General Note As a rule, the figures given m the table represent the length of track being operated at the end of the business 
year In some eases, however, the average length of track operated, calculated on the basis of the length of track operated on each 
day throughout the year, is given The real length (or length owned) is shown only m a few cases. The real length includes sections 
which are not operated and sections which are operated by other admimstrations. The operated length does not include sections 
leased, but does include sections belonging to other enterprises over which the enterprise concerned has running powers. As lines 
are sometimes operated jointly by several enterprises, the results obtained, if all the sections operated are added together, may he 
loo high This applies, for instance, to the United States, with its very numerous railway compames. In other cases, particularly 
m the Latm-Amencan countnes, the nature of the figures given is unspecified. 

As a general rule, the figures do not include private branch lines, sidings and purely industrial lines. In European countries, 
industrial lines are of small importance In Gentral-American countries and colonies, however, such lines sometimes constitute 
independent railway systems of considerable importance, on which large quantities of colonial products are carried. With the above 
reservations, the figures given in the table are believed to include in practically all cases the total of railways m the various countries. 

In most cases no attention has been paid to the varying distinctions made mainly of an administrative character between 
lines “ of general importance ” and ** local lines, main ” and ** secondary ” lines, etc 

The definition of the terms “ State ’* and “ private lines also vanes widely from country to country 

The figures have been divided m the fmst place into standard-gauge and narrow-gauge lines. The conception of what constitutes 
a standard gauge varies greatly m different countnes. For the purposes of the table, the gauge of 4ft 8 % in (1,435 meters) has been 
described as “standard”. Lines with a wider gauge, such as those found in Estonia, Finland, Ireland, Latvia, Portugal, Russia, the 
Argentine, Brazil, Chile, Panama, China, Ceylon, India, Australia and to a small extent Tmkey, have been described as “ bioad 
gauge ” Any gauge below 4ft, 8 % m. has been descnbed as “ narrow
